The largest increase is in 
public works, which will be largely 
in connection with harbor improve- 
ment. 

The sum to be expended will in- 
clude thirty million dollars required 
for the construction of vessels in ac- 
cordance with the government's ship- 
building programme. 

Of the total proposed expenditure 
$85,893,581 will be chargeable to capi- 
tal account, and $351,785,490 to con- 
solidate revenue account. 

RAILWAY EXPENDITURES. 


Very large expenditures are again 
to be made in connection with rail- 
ways. The amount to be appropri- 
ated is $50,896,681, which igs an in- 
crease of over twenty-three million 
dollars as compared with the current 
fiscal year. The remainder of the 
capital expenditure of five and a quar- 
ter millions will be in connection witia 
public workg generally. 

The estimates tabled today are ex- 
clusive of war expenditure which will 
be covered by a special vote. 


$30,000,000 FOR PENSIONS. 


The amount provided for pensions 
is slightly over thirty million dollars, 
an increase of almost fourteen million 
dollars over the current year. Almost 
one and a half million is to be de- 
voted to immigration and colonization 
costs, an increase of $303,000. This 
does not include the expenditures in 
connection with land settlement for 
soldiers, for which the sum of over 
twenty-five million dollarg ig to be 
voted, Another large expenditure is 
22,763,420 provided for the depart- 
ment on soldiers civil re-establish- 
ment, which includes the amount to 
be devoted to vocational training of 
returned men. 

The railway and canal votes charge- 
able to capital account include over 
eleven million dollars for government 
railways and thirty-five million dol- 
lars for msicellaneoug railway equip- 
ment. The appropriation for the 
Hudson Bay railway is only one hun- 
dred thousand dollars, but western 
members hope that this will be in- 
creased in the supplementary esti- 
mates to be brought down later. 

The $100,000 Hudson Bay vote is 
for Port Nelson terminals. Provision 
is made for the spending of $3,500,000 
on the’ Welland Canal. 

Railways and-canal votes charge- 
able to income total over thirty-six 
million dollars. This sum includes a 
loan not exceeding thirty-five million 
dollars chargeable on demand with 
interest payable half yearly at the 
rate of six per cent. to be used to 
meet expenditures made or indebted- 
ness incurred in paying interest on 
securities in excess of the ‘amount 
available from net earnings, or paying 
maturing loans of the Canadian Nor- 
thern railway or any company includ- 
ed in the Canadian Northern system 
and for construction and betterments; 
said loan to be secured by mortgage 
upon the undertaking of the Cana- 
dian Northern railway system, con-

New York, March 20.—Because 
“there is some-hope of making war 
impossible, through a league of na- 
tions, but no hope of doing it any 
other way,” Major-Gen. Sir Frederick 
Maurice, former director of military 
operationg of the British geneal staff, 
declared here tonight that he favored 
the project. The general added his 
opinion that “a great majority” of the 
British people were enthusiastic for 
the league pJan. 

Arriving in this country for a stay 
of several months, Gen. Maurice told 
interviewers “that for the first time 
in history, the British people had 
been at war, and they don’t like it.’ 

The general reported England “al- 
most unanimously opposed to con- 
scription,” but said it would be neces- 
sary for a few months to replace the 
regular army disorganized by the war.

HOUSE FORCED TO ADJOURN 
FOR LACK OF A QUORUM 


First Occurrence of its Kind in the 
Alberta Legislature. 


All dressed up and nowhere to go! 

That fairly well describes the feel- 
ings of the members of the legislature 
Thursday afternoon when the house 
was automatically adjourned in the 
very midst of a speech on the bud- 
get by H. H. Crawford, opposition 
member for Strathcona. A. F. Ewing 
of the opposition benches suddenly 
drew the attention of Speaker Fisher 
to the fact that there was no quorum 
in the house. Mr. Speaker thereupon 
declared the house adjourned until 
Friday at 3 o’clock. 

An unexpected phase of the situa- 
tion is that according to the parlia- 
mentary rules of procedure the de- 
bate on the budget was abruptly 
brought to an end, and, if following 
the ruling given at an exactly similar 
instance in the Dominion parliament 
last week, the re-submission of the 
budget by the Hon. Mr. Mitchell may 
only be permitted by the unanimous 
consent of the house. 

Thig is the first occurrence of this 
nature in the legislative assembly of 


Alberta. Following the address of the 


Hon. Duncan Marshall there was a 
temporary exodus from the chamber 
and Mr. Crawford was speaking to

U.F. A. CONFERENCE. 


Decides to Take. Political 
Action in Red Deer 


Representatives of U-.F.A. locals of 
Red Deer Federal constituency met at 
the Parish Hall, Red Deer, on Tuesday 
afternoon and evening in response to 
the call of Mr. Jos. Stauffer, Olds, U. 
F. A. director for this constituency. 
There was an attendance of about one 
hundred delegates, and it was decided 
to take political action, and to hold a 
convention at Red Deer in June to 
carry such decision into effect by the 
selection of a candidate, if then ud- 
visable, and to take any necessary fur- 
ther action. : 

Mr. Jos. Stauffer, district director, 
and Mr. D. W. McKinnon, President 
Red Deer U.F.A., were nominated for 
chairman, Mr. McKinnon would not 
accept the office, and Mr. Stauffer took 
the chair and explained the purport of 
the meeting in the following letter 
which he had sent out to the forty-two 
locals of this constituéncy: . 
March 4, 1919. 
To the members of the Red Deer Con- 

stituency: 

Ladies and Gentlemen,— 

At a recent U.F.A. meeting of the 
Olds Local re political action there 
were present representatives from Red 
Deer, Penhold, Innisfail and Bowden 
Locals. After some discussion it was 
decided to call a meeting of the locals 
in the Red Deer constituency ,for the 
purpose of ascertaining if the farmers 
in Red Deer constituency were ready 
for political action. : 

Every local should hold a_ special 
meeting and decide if they want to 
send adelegate or delegates to the Red 
Deer meeting; such delegates should 
be instructed by the local who send 
them as to what action they wish their 
delegates to take at this meeting. 

This will be merely a preliminary 
meeting to ascertain whether or not 
we will call a convention of Red Deer 
constituency for political action. 

Meeting will be held at the City Hall 
at Red Deer on Tuesday, March 18, at 
2 p.m. 


Yours fraternally, 
JOS. STAUFFER, 
Olds, Alberta 
Director, Red Deer Constituency. 

Mr. Stauffer took the responsibility 
on himself for calling the meeting at 
Olds, referred to in his circular. Mr. 
McKinnon contended that the U.F.A. 
convention at Edmonton laid down a 
procedure as to the number of locals 
necessary, and the percentage of 
membership necessary, to Initiate a 
U.I".A. movement in any constituency 
for political action, and this had not 
been followed. The heuadofiice at Cal- 
gary had also sent out a questionaire 
to ascertain the minds of the locals in 
the different constituencies as_ to 
political action, and these questionaire<« 
had not been generally circulated o1 
replied to, other delegates pointed out 
Mr. Stauffer said that the meeting at 
Olds was sufliciently representative to 
direct the calling of this more generai 
conference, and he had specially asked 
headquarters not to send the question- 
aire into Red Deer constituency ar 
they had already initiated their mbve- 
ment for political action. Mr. Mce- 
Kinnon did not understand that the 
meeting at Olds, called by Mr. Stauffer, 
was specially called for this purpose: 
he doubted whether any of the dele- 
gates then present had any instruc- 
tions whatever from their locals as to 
forwarding political action. 

Mayor Lord was then introduced 
and gave the delegates whole-heurtea 
welcome on behalf of the citizens. H« 
recounted some of his recollections of 
the earlier history of farmers’ politica’ 
movements down east: he thought al 
times that the success of the U.IF.A 
was due to their having no politics h 
their U.F.A. work. They were assisted 
by both parties, if they needed any 
assistance at all. 

Mr. Hukill, of Blackfalds, was chosen 
secretary. 

The chairman expressed the view 
that the farmers were not getting any- 
where in this history-making period, 
lence the need of political action. 
Other lines of action had been taken, 
and had brought about definite re- 
sults, but these had had their day. The 
period of resoluting was past, and ac- 
tion must be taken. The reason the 
U.F.A. was showing no increase in 
membership was because of inactivity 
on political ines. Mr. Stauffer had to 
explain more.than once how he came 
to get ahead of the questionaire, and 
how the movement was started by 
him in this riding. 

Mr. L. M. Gaetz presented the fol- 
lowing resolution to start business: 

“Resolved— 

“That this conference of farmers re- 
presenting the Local Councils of the 
United Farmers of Alberta in the Fed- 
eral riding of Red Deer, do heartily 
and unanimously endorse the platform 
of the farmers as laid down by the 
Dominion Council of Agriculture. 

“Whereas mere endorsation of this 
platform would be ineffectual unless 
co-operative action be taken by all our 
organizations, it is resolved by this 
conference to take the necessary steps 
to call a convention at such time as 
Wwe may consider opportune with a 
view to placing representatives in the 
field to represent our interests. 

“Whereas the Western provinces have 
agriculture as the basic industry, and 
all urban centres being largely de- 
pendent on agriculture for their exis- 
tence, it is urged that the co-operation 
of all classes beesought to help elect 
representatives to parliament who are 
prepared, regardless of old time party 
ties and affiliations, to carry out our 
platform and fight every issue that 
does not aim at equal justice to all. 

“Whereas misunderstandings often 
arise between the electors and repre- 
sentatives, it is resolved that a con- 
ference of the electorate be called im- 
mediately after every session of parlia- 
ment when the member will be asked 
to report on his work during the ses- 
sion and to receive instructions con- 
cerning his work during the next ses- 
sion.”

We know so little of the previous 
history of Zacchaeus that we are un- 
able to form a definite opinion con- 
cerning him. He may have _ been 
guilty of the worst sins of his class 
and the coming of Jesus transformed 
his whole nature, leading him to 
his unlawful gains,, or being inno- 
abandon’ with’ reckless generosity, 
cent, he may have suffered in reputa- 
tion because of the hatred with which 
publicang were generally regarded, 
and the coming of Jesus led to a 
vindication of the character of a man 


whom public opinion had unjustly 
condemned. In either case, the in- 
cident is richly suggestive in its 


moral] teaching. 

We know that Zacchaeus was chief 
of the publicans, and very wealthy. 
It ig possible that he had gained his 
position by superior business ability 
or that he had obtained his wealth 
in a perfectly legitimate manner, but 
whatever may have been the facts of 
the case, his position and wealth 
would lead to his being ostracised by 
avery patriotic Jew. The aristocracy 
of wealth had not yet been establish- 
2d in his day as it has been in other 
ages and lands. Religious zeal was 
the badge of aristocracy in Jewish 
‘ircles and Zacchaeus,though wealthy 
would be held in contempt, because 
he represented the hated aristocracy 
of Rome. If spite of all his posses- 
sions, Zacchaeus was a_ social out- 
cast. Few of us realize what an in- 
fluence public opinion has in the 
formation of character and the shap- 
ing of moral conduct. Place a man 
in such a position, that he has no re- 
gard for the opinions of others, make 
him a social anarchist, and you in- 
jure most deeply his moral nature. 
‘If a man is worth nothing to other 
folks, why, what's the use of living? 
The donning of a uniform stimulates 
datriotism, and men will gladly sacri- 
fice themselves ‘for the honor of the 
brigade.’ One great value of church 
membership is that it impresses us 
with a sense of responsibility not only 
for one’s personal conduct, but for 
the common good. Our standards of 
life are lowered if we have not ident- 
ified ourselves with some institution 
which broadens our vision and deep- 
°ns our’ sense of responsibility. The 
puLlicans of Jesus’ day suffered im- 
measurably because they were an out- 
<ast class. The brand of shame 
leads to shamelessness. 

The opportunity to commit a crime 
‘sg often the incentiye to do so. Zac- 
chaeus’ position tended to foster a 
spirit of selfishness and_ avarice.

A QUESTION FOR 
THE GRAIN GROWER 


WHEAT OR OATS IN 1919 ? 


The best information from Europe 
indicates that a considerable surplus 
of wheat will be carried over from 
the 1918 crop; and when the 1919 
crop is harvested, the world surplus 
will probably be the greatest for any 


corresponding date in history. Un- 
favorable climatic conditions may, 
however, reduce the crop; and the 


return of Central Europe and Russia 
to a stable condition with safe pay- 
ments, may take care of the surplus. 
But, in any case, the world’s price 
value of wheat is likely to be much 
lower than it is now. 

In the United States, with their 
fixed price for wheat, farmers will 
naturally increase the wheat acreage, 
and decrease the acreage of coarse 
grains. Canadian wheat must be 
marketed next season in competition 
with an estimated American surplus 
of six hundred million bushels. But 
is there not an opportunity for our 
grain growers to take advantage of 
the American reduction in coarse 
grain acreage? It is probable that 
oats and barley, where they can be 
successfully grown, may offer ex- 
cellent profits to Canadian growers 
in 1919. 

Coarse grains will be needed as 
feed to meet thé requirements of in- 
creased live-stock production. Oats 
for milling, if of superior quality and 
free from barley, command a pre- 
mium on the market. Seed oats, 
free from frost injury, wild oats and 
other noxious weed seeds, will always 
be in strong demand at good prices. 
Western farmers may well take these 
factors into consideration in prepar- 
ing for this season's grain crop.

It is 
reasonable to suppose that the very 
quality in the mind of Zacchaeus 
which led him to take an interest in 
Jesug and to welcome him heartily as 
his guest, had kept alive the sense 
of justice and humanity in his whole 
career. Being placed in a_ position 
of peculiar peril, he safeguards him- 
self against the spirit of avarice by 
unusual generosity. It was his cus- 
tom to give not a tithe, but the half 
of his income to charitable purposes, 
and to curb any desire to unjust ex- 
tortion by fourfold restitution of un- 
lawful gain. 

Whether thig attitude was induced 
by the influence of Jesus, and marks 
a revolution in his life which we may 
call conversion, or whether it was a 
habit of longer duration, it indicates 
a sense of righteousness and brother- 
hood sorely needed in the “present 
age. If men of wealth could be in- 
duced to follow his example and 
wholeheartedly adopt such an atti- 
tude in the regulation of their affairs 
they would do much to restore the 
spirit of mutual service and good 
fellowship which we must have as 
the basis of our social] order. 

Those who have read Ian MacLar- 
en’s works will recall the story .of 
Drumsheugh, the reputed’ miser. 
What a revulsion of feeling comes to 
ug when we realize that those whom 
we have condemned because we have 
not correctly interpreted their actions 
are possessed of a spirit of unselfish- 
nesg and devotion to an ideal which 
puts to shame our lack of faith. 

Well will it be for us when with 
nobility of life, we may inspire those 
who are in danger of losing their 
soul to newnegs of life; or may awak- 
en the confidence through tactful 
sympathy that those who are hiding 
the light that ig in them may arise and 
shine in the glory of their real man- 
hood. 

Earth can afford no higher joy 
than that which comes to thpse who 
seek and save that which was lost.

GOOD SEED 


It ig not only important that vital 
seed of good quality be used for seed- 
ing, but much depends upon the var- 
iety of seed chosen for planting. One 
of the principal functions of the Dom- 
inion Experimental Farms system is 
to develop and prove the relative val- 
ues of sorts of grain and other field 
crops. As a guide to farmers in de- 
ciding what varieties to sow, Circular 
No. 16 of the Experimental Farms 
issued by the Cereal Division has 
been prepared. This pamphlet, which 
is distributed by the Publications 
Branch at -Ottawa, discusses the 
merits of the leading varieties that 
have been tested during a series of 
years. The best kinds are arranged 
approximately in order of merit for 
the different parts of Canada. Spring 
wheats are divided into four classes. 
Following are the leading sorts in 
each class : Late ripening, Red Fife; 
early ripening, Marquis; very early, 
Ruby; extremely early, Prelude. The 
specially early sorts though not as 
productive as the late ripening are 
recommended for northern areas. In 
oats, the Banner is_ placed first. 
Manchurian leadg in six-rowed barley, 
Duckbill in  two-row, Success” and 
Champion in hooded, and Guy Mayle 
ia hull-less. Arthur leads in_ peas,’ 
and Navy in beans. Flax is classed, 
as seed and fibre. Novelty is the best | 
of the former and Longstem of the 
latter.

AN EMPTY THREAT. 


In Germany's threat that unlesg the 
Allies become more lenient, and do 
just what Germany wishes them to 
do, there is a possibility, says the 
Winnipeg Telegram, that Germany 
will go down before Bolshevism, and 
a state of anarchy ensue fraught with 
dire consequences for the Allies, is 
not a threat which will unduly fright- 
en the Allies into doing anything 
they do not already contemplate do- 
ing. 

The fate of Germany, whether it 
disappearg as a state, or whether it 
perish in a regime of anarchy, ig not 
the firs, consideration of the Allies. 
If Germany were to perish utterly, it 
would be no more than a just return 
for the ruin and devastation she has 
forced other countries to undergo. 

What is more important than even 
the survival of Germany is the sur- 
vival of civilization. Beside that, the 
fate of Germany ‘dwindles into in- 
What the Allies have 
first to do is to see that there shall 
be no more the opportunity given to 
Germany, or any other nation, to 
plunge the world into the horrors of 
a war such ag that which Germany 
precipitated in August, 1914. If, as 
a side-issue, while that task is being 
accomplished, Germany, showing her- 
self worthy of assistance by evincing 
a change of heart, the Allies should 
take compassion upon her and render 
that assistance, it will not be due to 
any fear of Germany's disappearance, 
but solely to the fact that the Allies 
will have been able to safeguard 
themselves and the world to such an 
extent that the assistance may safely 
be given without entailing any pos- 
sibility of treachery from Germany. 

Outside of that, no one careg very 
much whether Germany survives or 
not. 


THE KINMEL RIOT. 


Behind the riots at Kinmel camp 
lay a real grievance, says the Toronto 
Globe. The men were veterans and 
volunteers, who after three or four 
years of fighting felt they had earn- 
ed the right .to return home before 
men who had not been in the 
trenches or had been drafted for ser- 
vice. They were detained in a spot 
which all reports agree is bleak and 
isolated, and they had not the com- 
forts and conveniences to which they 
had been accustomed in older camps. 
Ships which were promised failed 
them. It is explained that the em- 
barkation programme was upset by 
strikes and a shortage of coal, but 
the Canadians were probably uware 
that the great liners had been divert- 
ed from Canadian routes’ for’ the 
transport of American troops who 
had been in Europe less than a year. 
The monotony of camp. life under 
disagreeable conditions, after the ex- 
citement of active service, wags made 
more unbearable by the longing for 
home. No excuse can be offered for 
looting and destruction of property, 
but the perpetrators may have been 
only a few of the whole number in 
camp, and may have been under the 
influence of the liquor which the 
dispatches say they obtained 
the officers’ quarters. 

Nearly half a million Canadian 
troops have been in England for long 
or short periods gince the beginning 
of the war. The Kinmel disturbance 
is the only one which has been de- 
scribed as mutinous, and there is 


wen 


some doubt whether it even deserves 
that term. That the general conduct 
of the Canadiang in England, France 
and Flanders has been excellent is 
the verdict of all. The  Kinmel 
trouble, in view of the causes, ought 
not to weigh against the admirable 
record of the Canadian boyg in camp 
and in the field. An ofticial inquiry 
will fix the responsibility, but it is to 
be hoped there ig no ground for the 
suggestion in some dispatches that 
the outbreak will indispose the auth 
orities to make any special attempts 
to facilitate the embarkation plang. 
The ring-leaders of the riot and the 
men found guilty of actual violen:e 
should be punished, but probably 
very few could be accused of vicious 


motives. The majority were misled 
into foolishness which they must 
regret. 


EFFECT OF THE ARMISTICE ON 
HOARDED MONEY. 


There is reason to think that hoard- 
ing was practiced a great deal more 
during the war than ig generally be- 
lieved. With peace assured, the 
hoarded money is now beginning to, 
appear, and it is to be hoped that 
quite a lot of it may go to buy War 
Savings Stamps. 

In the United States it ig estimated: 
that $1,500,000,000 was hoarded by 
foreigners during the war period. 
Banking authorities gay that since the 
signing of the armistice, this hoarded 
money has come out to a surprising | 
extent and this opinion is confirmed ' 
by the savings bank deposits. In 
New York State this class of deposits 
increased by $39,400,000 during the | 
period from December 28th, 1918, to 
January 12th, 1919. | 

Undoubtedly the cessation of hos- 
tilities has ha@ a similar effect on 
hoarded money in Canada, for it is 
well known that hundreds of people 
of foreign birth drew money out of 
the bank and either carried it on 
their persons or hid it. The question 
is—how much of, this money will go 
into War Savings Stamps? The! 
whole country is vitally interested in 
seeing that a large portion of it is 
thus invested, while it is to the in-! 
terest of the person holding such , 
money to put it to this use.

TO AVOID WANT. 


There is no reason why substantial 
progress should not be made at once, 

The resolution says further that 
“the exorbitant cost of living to the 
common people must be reduced if 
actual want is to be avoided.” 

At the conclusion of the caucus 
which was prolonged, Sir Thomas 
White stated that 25 members had 
taken part in the discussion and they 
were allowed seven minutes each. 

Only the tariff was discussed, and 
he expressed the opinion that no in- 
separable difficulties presented them- 
selves to arriving at a reasonable 
conclusion which would meet the view 
of all members of the Unionist party. 
He said the discussion wag conducted 
with moderation and there was no 
suggestion of schism. , 

Sir Thomas stated to the Canadian 
presg that he had pointed out to the 
caucus that a general revision of the 
tariff had taken place periodically as 
in 1896 and 1907. 


REVISION NECESSARY. 

There had been, he said, a partial 
revision in 1914, and a general re- 
vision, after a full enquiry by minis- 
ters would have taken place in 1914, 
but for the war. 

It wag stated, said Sir Thomas, that 
after normal conditions returned, a 
general revision would be necessary. 
This would be accomplished after 
an inquiry by the minister of finance, 
assisted by western and eastern mem- 
berg who could hold conferences at 
which those having conflicting inter- 
ests could attend and all the different 
interests of the country could be fully 
considered. 

In the meantime the acting prime 
minister said he wag confident that 
measures could be taken and an- 
nouncements made ag to the future 
' Which would carry the judgment of 
the Unionist following, and would not

cels sent by the Women’s Council of 
Red Deer. 

Spr. R. P. Miller, C.G.B.D., B.E.F., 
Etaples, France, got his parcel on Feb- 
ruary .12. It had quite an experience 
to get to him, but it was in very good 
condition. “I have a good job here, 
doing nothing, and I-do it pretty well. 
I am in charge of the blanket store, 
and stored equipment. Of course I’ve 
only been at this work about two 
months and that seems about two 
years.” He expects to finish at 'Var- 
sity next fall. 

H. G. Scott got his parcel in Inver- 
ness, Scotland, on January 27 on his 
return from Greece. He was looking 
forward with much pleasure to his re- 
turn to-Red Deer. 

Miss Edith Hunt, formerly at the 
Memorial Hospital, Red Deer, wrote of 
the receipt of the parcel at 7th Can- 
adian General Hospital, France, on 
February 15. Although a long time on 
the way, everything was in perfect 
condition. She ts now back in the 
same Hospital where she was all sum- 
mer, and she expected to be there un- 
ul leaving France for good. “We are 
quite busy in-the Hospital, the flu 
seems to be getting bad again, big 
convoys of patients coming in, and 
some of them are so sick.” She was 
able to give her boys a treat with her 
parcel, “To see the pleased faces of 
them does one's heart good. Nothing 
is too good for the boys for all they 
have gone through.” 

Harry Kingzett wrote February 11 
from Fiume, Austria, where the parcel 
found him. “Everything was in first- 
‘class shape, and as I am _ now living 
where anything outside of army ra- 
tions is quite unobtainable it was all 
the more welcome. I expect it-~travel- 
led quite a little bit further than most 
of the parcels you dispatched, as after 
going to the south of Italy, it was sent 
to Belgrade, Serbia, and from there 
to Fiume, Austria, where it eventually 
reached me. Since returning from 
leave in England in December, [I have 
been doing a kind of Cook's tour 
through Europe, twice up and down 
the full length of Italy, then to Fiume, 
Austria, and from there to Zagraux, 
then Zemuw, Hungary, and finally 
reagking Belgrade, Serbia a few days 
ago. This latter town is in a deplor- 
able condition, the people being badly 
in want of both food and clothing. It 
has been badly battered by shell fire 
also. The Serbian Relief Fund, the 
Salvation Army and the American Reg 
Cross are all doing relief work, whilst 
our own Red Cross is assisting by do- 
nitigns to the Serbian Red Cross who 
do the distributing. Over 6,000 cases 
of food and clothing recently reached 
here through this source, and I can as- 
sure you they helped considerably; 
quite a bit of these are from the Cal- 
gary and Vancouver branches. We 
are all anxiously looking forward to 
getting home again now, but I am 
afraid it will be quite a while yet. The 
Imperial authorities seem to prefer to 
keep us out here doing nothing rather 
than getting us home. 

Second Lieut. H. L. Rose, A.S.C,, 
ATT., 7th Light Armoured Motor Bat- 
tery, Mesopotamia, writes from Bagh- 
dad, January 16: 

“Very many thanks to you and the 
ladies of Red Deer for the fine Xmas 
parcel which I received in fine condi- 
tion two days ago. Luxuries are very 
difficult to get out here, and when they 
are obtainable they are usually spoilt 
by having been kept too long in the 
heat. 

“I have been in this country since 
last February, have met several Can- 


adians who were with me in France, |, 


and some of them know Lieut.-Col. 
Page. I have not seen him _ since 
August, 1916, when we were close to- 
gether in France, and expect he will 
be back in Canada long before I shall. 

“The whole of this country is very 
loathsome to me, the climate is ter- 
rible, in the summer time it reaches 
125 degrees in the shade, and, the 
winter brings plenty of rain and mud. 
Any roads here are are mide of desert 
clay and the whole place is very flat, 
uninteresting and with no vegetation 
unless irrigation has been carried out. 
I am fortunate in having a car for my 
own use, so am able to break the mon- 
otomy of life shooting. Please thank 
all the ladies for their very kind 
thoughts. It is nite to think we are 
not forgotten even if we are thousands 
of miles from home.”

Edmonton, March 19.—In conclud- 
ing hig speech on the budget Tuesday 
afternoon in the house, Hon. C. R. 
Mitchell, provincial treasurer, assert- 
ed that the criticisms and press re- 
ports concerning the government in- 
(‘stituting direct taxation failed to take 
‘account of the fact that the province 
hag always had direct taxation. The 
only new thing wag the form; the sup- 
plementary revenue tax.

WESTERN CANADA 


The following report to the United 
States government by Mr. Samuel C, 
Reat, United States Consul at Calgary 
contains some exceedingly (dnterest- 
ing figures relative to United States 
population in Western Canada: 

“According to official figures, specti- 
ally furnished this consulate, the total 
number of Amerttans that have taken 
up residence in the Province of Al- 
berta since 1905, including five 
monthg of the fiscal year 1918-19, 
reaches 275,093. In 1905 the Provy- 
ince of Alberta was organized, and 
statistical information has been kept 
since that date of the immigration in- 
to the three  provinces—Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and _ Alberta. Sask- 
atchewan ranks second, with 226,330 
immigrants; and Manitoba __ third, 
with only 78,789. The largest immi- 
gration into Alberta from the. United 
States came in 1909-10, and numbered 
34,563; the smallest in 1918-19, num- 
bered 5,613. 

“The total population of Alberta in 
1916 was given officially at 496,525. 

“The British immigrants during 
the 13 years since the Province was 
orgarized, was 73,082, and other than 
British 40,282, making a total of 113, 


364, as compared with 275,093 immi-, 


grants of American nationality. The 
predominance of the American immf:
